DR. OTFRIED SPREEN (psychology) will give 
a paper on "Problems of multilingual and 
cross-cultural test construction" at a meeting 
October 11 to 14 at Boston University Medical 
School. Dr. Spreen is co-ordinator of the 
North American section of a research project 
on multilingual studies of aphasia sponsored 
by the U. S. National Institute for 
Neurological Diseases and Blindness. 


DR. F. P. ROBINSON (chemistry) reports 
the department has acquired a Varian HA-60-IL 
nuclear magnetic resonance spectrometer, one 
of the most powerful and sophisticated tools 
for the investigation of molecular structure.
